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Death toll from Felix rises to 38 in Nicaragua 


to evacuate as Felix approached. 
Soza said 80 had been reported 
missing and dozens injured in that 
community. 

Emergency services officials 
said 6,122 families had been affected 
by the storm, with more than 40,000 
people left homeless and 15,809 
still in the 76 shelters set up on the 
coast. 

Felix slammed ashore Tuesday 
near Puerto Cabezas, on Nicaragua’s 
Caribbean coast, at around 6:00 a.m. 
as a Category 5 storm with maximum 
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sustained winds of 260 kph (160 
mph). 

The Nicaraguan government 
declared a state of emergency in 
the Autonomous Northern Atlantic 
Region, where the strong winds from 
Felix knocked down trees, power 
lines and telephone poles, and ripped 
the roofs off many homes. 

Heavy rain flooded neighbor- 
hoods on the coast, where the fast- 
moving waters made roads impass- 
able. 

Felix intensified rapidly over the 
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weekend, evolving from a tropical 
storm into a Category 5 hurricane in 
less than 24 hours between Saturday 
and Sunday, then weakening into 
a Category 4 storm and regaining 
strength just before making landfall 
in Nicaragua. : 

So far during this Atlantic storm 
season, there have been six named 
storms: Andrea, Barry, Chantal, 
Dean, Erin and Felix. Last month, 
about a dozen people died in Mexico 
as a result of the winds and heavy 
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rains from Hurricane Dean. The 
storm left 20 dead across the Carib- 
bean on its way to Mexico. 

After first striking the Yucatan 
Peninsula before dawn on Aug. 21 as 
a Category 5 monster with maximum 
sustained winds of 266 kph (165 
mph), Dean made landfall a second 
time a day later in Veracruz state as 
a Category 2 storm, packing winds 
of 160 kph (100 mph). Dean caused 
damage to property and crops in Ja- 
maica, Belize and Mexico.<> 
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U.S. Hispanics to become hemisphere’s 3rd-biggest economy

Washington (EFE) — By 
2010, Latinos in the United States 


will have a cumulative purchasing — 


power bigger than the economies of 
Canada or Mexico, the president of 
the U.S. Hispanic Chamber of Com- 
merce Michael L. Barrera says. 
“Hispanic businesses have 
considerable economic influence,” 
“and we simply want to make U.S. 


corporations see how big this mar- 
ketis, one of the biggest economies 
in the world.” 

At present, one of every 10 
small businesses in the United 
States is Hispanic-owned. The total 
number of Hispanic-run firms in the 
country is approximately 2 million, 
a figure expected to climb to 3.2 
million by 2010. 

The regions where these busi- 
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nesses are concentrated continue to 
be California, Texas and Florida, al- 
though Barrera said that “surprising 
growth is occurring in the country’s 
southeast, in states like Georgia and 
North Carolina.” 

Meanwhile, Hispanics - ex- 
cluding undocumented immigrants 
- make up 13 percent of the work- 
force, and it is expected that this 
figure will rise to 20 percent in

2030. But Latinos also account for a 
growing number of consumers who 
provide a significant benefit to the 
U.S. economy. 

“Hispanic consumers in the 
United States today have a purchas- 
ing power of $850 billion annually,” 
Barrera said, adding that that figure 
will increase to $1 trillion in 2010, 
exceeding the gross domestic prod- 
uct of ¡countries like Mexico and 
Canada.” 

“This will be what makes the 
Hispanic economy in this country 
the third largest in the Americas 
by 2010,” trailing only the United 
States and Brazil, he said. And, «c- 
cording to Barrera, U.S. execu.1ves 
are fully aware of the implic 1tions 
of that development. 

“Corporate America is a'vare 
of the power and importance of the 
Hispanic market,” he said, adding 
that “for this reason it needs to es- 
tablish business relations with us.” 

“However, these relations 
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should be seen from the perspective 
of an investment,” Barrera said, “not 
like a fast-food restaurant.” 

In successfully implementing 
a strategy to capture this. market, 
what Barrera terms the “Hispanic 
portfolio,” he said there are three 
elements that U.S. corporations 
should put into practice. 

“In the first place, the U.S. 
companies should do business with 
Hispanic firms, which not only will 
allow them to enter our market but 
also receive new investment.’ 

Additionally, said Barrera, 
U.S. nrms should ensure they have 
sufficient Hispanic representation 
in influential, decision-making 
positions. 

“What we're asking,” he said, 
“is for there to be “cultural intel- 
ligence,’ in other words, knowing 
the language is not enough to do 
business with Hispanic companies; 
it's also necessary to integrate into 
the culture. All the members of the 
companies should do that to be 
qualified.” 

Finally, U.S. companies 
“should work with non-profit or- 
ganizations,” he said, “since they 
know the Hispanic market very 
well, and besides their ideas and 
mission are similar to U.S. not-for- 
profit organizations, despite speak- 
ing different languages.” 

“Our primary intention is to 
build commercial bridges through- 
out the Americas, and not just with 
the United States,” Barrera said.<>

rrant-. Si no las tienen, entonces 
necesitan de la autorización de 
usted mismo para entrar a su 
casa.

El jugador de voleibol Nate 
Ocasio ha dado un ejemplo de 
superación al regresar a la cancha 
tras sufrir una extraña enfermedad 
que le hizo adelgazar alrededor de 
50 libras y lo postró de gravedad 
en una cama varias semanas, sin 
que los médicos supieran cuál era 
su enfermedad. La experiencia del 
joven puertorriqueño, de 24 años, 
comenzó el 27 de julio del 2005 en 
Carolina del Sur cuando disfrutaba 
de unas vacaciones de verano. 


Aquel día se levantó, sintió un 
fuerte dolor en todo cuerpo y pensó 
que se debía el exceso de práctica 
del voleibol. Al día siguiente, la 
condición de salud del joven que 
había sido elegido “Jugador Más 
Valioso” con la Universidad Juniata 
en York (Pensilvania, EE.UU.) del 
campeonato de voleibol colegial 
ese verano, empeoró y decidió 
comprar varios medicamentos en 
una farmacia. 

El cuerpo de Ocasio no reac- 
cionó a ninguna medicina y un 


amigo lo acompañó en un viaje de 
diez horas hasta el Hospital York en 
Pensilvania, donde fue internado. Le 
dejó un mensaje a sus compañeros 
de equipo para que contaran con él 
para la próxima temporada, pero 
su condición se agravó, siendo 
trasladado a la unidad de cuidados 
intensivos del centro hospitalario.

Pocos lugares disfrutan de un
